Miles -of-View Farms 


The Miles-of-View herd has been made up from the top selling females of the 
best Shorthorn herds of the United States. For such a herd it was felt necessary 
to provide the best herd bulls that could be purchased. In 1940 Frank W. Harding 
was commissioned to buy the 1940 Perth Supreme Champion, and Calrossie Prince 
Peter was bid in at a total cost, including shipping charges, of $9,000.00. This sale 
features 23 heifers bred to Calrossie Prince Peter and nine of his sons. 


Calrossie Prince Peter was sired by Calrossie Randolph by Calrossie Grand 
National. Calrossie Grand National is by Calrossie Control. Calrossie Randolph 
sired the winning group of five bulls and the winning group of three bulls at ‘the 
Perth 1940 Show. He also sired champion females at the Scotland shows. Cal- 
rossie Prince Peter is out of the dam Princess Mona by Naemoor Ian. This re- 
markable cow, a dark even roan, is the dam of three Perth Supreme champions, 
Calrossie Control, (1933), Calrossie Royal Emblem, (1930), and Calrossie Prince Peter, 
(1940). No other cow has ever produced more than one Perth Supreme champion. 
The reader will note that Calrossie Control, which is the great grandsire of Cal- 
rossie Prince Peter, is also cut of the same dam as Calrossie Prince Peter. Cal- 
rossie Mercury, 1938 Perth Champion, (Edellyn Farms), and Calrossie Prince Peter 
are the only two Perth champions to come to the United States. The 1942 Perth 
champion, Rothes Prince, purchased by Eli Lily has not yet arrived. He was sired 
by Calrossie Sweepstakes, by Calrossie Randolph, sire of Calrossie Prince Peter. 


Calrossie Prince Peter is a dark, even roan, with a great head, and looks the 
part in style and character which has been associated with Perth champions. 


The Miles-of-View purebred herd is composed of one hundred twenty (all ages) 
highly bred Scotch Shorthorns. The policy in handling this herd, from the first 
purchase, has been to add no female not caiculated to improve the herd as a whole. 
Results, we think, have been outstanding. One of the first cows purcnased was 
Carmen, outstanding granddaughter of the great bull, Prentice. She dropped a bull 
calf in 1933, the first calf born at Miles-of-View. This calf was Gainford Marshal, 
which became International Grand Champion of 1937. Each year since 1932 has 
brought more top sale and show heifers from the greatest of breeding establish- 
ments, Edellyn Farms, Raveni Farms, Robinwood, Helfred, Sni-A-Bar, Maxwalton, 
Anoka, Conner Prairie, Tomson Brothers, and others. 


In the Miles-of-View herd are the Junior champions, Helfred Verbena 3d and 
Joan 14th, and other champion and first prize cows of similar worth. From one of 
these original purchases came our Secret family one of which was the 1939 Amer- 
ican Royal and International Grand Champion, Miles-of-View Secret. We have 
striven for one type of compact, blocky, low-set dams, and these prize winning 
and top heifers have gone straight into the breeding herd. 


The bulls have been as carefully selected. We lost Imported Scotston Airman 
in 1939 and since that time have been using Miles-of-View Sultan, son of Brown- 
dale Sultan, International Grand Champion, Miles-of-View Airman, best breeding 
son of Imported Scotston Airman, and the Perth Supreme Champion, Imported Cal- 
rossie Prince Peter.
